Regulations  for  the  Keystone  State  have  been  ap- 
proved by  ?erins2'lvrjiia  Secretary  of  A^Ticv.lture 
C.  J.  Jordan.    All  or  parts  of  42  counties  are 
included  in  the  q-aarantine,  end  5  counties,  Erie, 
Crawford,  and  'Varren,  will  be  req;aired  to  make  a 
complete  clean-up  before  I.Say  1,  1928.  Exemption 
is  made  in  this  clean-up  in  the  case  of  fast  corn  stubble  not 
more  than  2  inches  in  height  above  the  normal  "round  surface,  in 
clean  cornfields  or  fields  seeded  to  small  grain. 
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B.  A.  Pyrke,  corxmissioner  of  farms  aiad  markets,  Hew  York, 
called  a  meeting  on  December  20  in  Buffalo  to  consider  corn-borer 
regulations  for  ITiagara,  Erie,  Chautauqaa,  and  Cattaraugus  Cotmties. 
County  agents  and  the  State  farmers'  organisations  were  represented 
at  this  meetirig.  '

ment; and  The  Corn  Borer  Act  in  Operation,  "by  Lavrton  Caesar, 

In  connection  with  tliis  meeting'  a  conference  priraa.rily 
on  com-oorer  parasites  was  held,  v.hen  the  advisability  of  an  inde- 
pendent importation  of  parasites  for  Canada  v/as  discussed.    At  present 
the  parasite  work  is  concentrated  at  the  Chatham,  Ontcrio,  laDoratory, 
and  all  the  parasites  for  "breeding  a.nd  research  work  are  ohtained  throiijh 
the  United  States,    Althougii  the  independent  importation  was  considered 
"undesira'ole  in  a  general  way,  L.  0,  Hov/ard,  of  the  U.  S.  Biireau  of  bh- 
toiiiology,  expressed  his  entire  confidence  in  tie  ahility  ox  Canadian 
experts  "co  gur.rd  a^jainst  all  possiole  danrers.    Up  to  this  ti^iie,  he  said, 
the  two  countries  •;ave  v/orked  in  the  closest  cooperation,  and  A,  p, ,  l^aird, 
chief  Canadian  export,  v/as  trained  in  Unitod  States  methods  wiicn  v;orkj.nj 
in  this  country  10  years  a^o.

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The  airopean  corn-borer  exhibit  cf  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  jvgriculture  at  the  International  Live  Stock  ^positi^n  in 
Chicago,  during  the  week  of  November  26  to  December  3,  was  viewed  by 
about  30,000  people.     The  exhibit  covered  90  feet  of  v/all  s[:-ir.e  -  an 
entire  v/all  of  the  hay  and  gra,in  building.    The  infestation  ;ia.p  and 
panels  showing  results  of  the  clean-up  coi.ipaign  and  clf=>an-up  require- 
ments for  controlling  the  pest,  were  12-j  feet  high.    Fj-  shm,-  colored 
lights  along  the  edge  of  the  quarantine  area  maps  made  an  effective 
means  of  calling  the  visitors  attention  to  the  display,    a  miniature 
cornfield  contdining  24  hills  of  corn  v/ith  actually  ii-""csted  stalks, 
showin,5  just  how  the  borer  v/orks  ,  attracted  much  cornme.it.     On  a  coun- 
ter 5  feet  wide  extending  the  lennth  of  the  exhibit  v/ore  samples  of 
parasites,  a  pint  jar  of  canned  borerii,  life-history  mounts,  glassed-in 
sections  of  cornstalks  shov/ing  the  borer  ut  work  in  the  stalk,  samples 
of  cars  of  corn  grov/n  in  fields  infested  and  fields  not  infested,  and 
other  interesting  features.    V/ith  the  exhibit  were  several  farmers  from 
the  heavily  infested  area  ia  Ohio,  who  ansvi^ured  questions  from  other 
farmers  who  have  fortunate  enough  thus  f^^r  to  escape  the  borer.  A 
part  of  this  exhibit  was  taken  to  Kashville,  Tenn.  ,  v/here  it  v/as  shown 
at  the  convention  of  the  Association  of  Economic  IJntomologists  which 
is  meeting  in  connection  with  the  American  association  for  the  Advc;^nce- 
ment  of  Science , .December  27  to  31. 
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
